While the men employed by James Sanderson, on 
Seventh avenue, at 146ih street, were yesterday 
stamping a sand blast the powder contained In the 
fuvlty suddenly expledcd, throwing the earth In 
huge clods lo the holghih of many feet, and ming. 
Ung stones and rocks In a shower of dnst, which 
formed a huge cloud In the air, and fur some time 
cuuccaled the more terrible 


f e a t u r e s o f t h e d is a s t e r . 
The people employed on distant portions of Uio 
work ran toward the place where the explosion 
occurred, while those nearer bv ran away, and a 
scene of the ntmost confusion ensued. Shouts and. 
screams were heard In every direction, and those 
in closest proximity heard, mlngl ed with them, the 
groans of 
TUB WOUNDED AND DYING. 
As soon as tiie oxcirement occasioned by the 
sound and the .shock had partially abated a crowd 
rushed to the front, where the blast had been made, 
and lound there a slglit whieh would appal the 
most stout hearted. Three of their friends and 
late comrades, were found near the place of the 
blast, their bodies so horribly m ulllated as to be 
almost unrecognizable. They were torn In frag­ 
ments.

house officers were detailed to render assist­ 
ance to the wounded and bring In the dead. 
Dr. Ely at once repaired to the spot, and pnysl- 
clans were sent for ffoni all available points in the 
ncighborliood. Stretchers were carried by the offi­ 
cers, and the wo indwl and dying men were speedily 
conveyed to the station.

They were 
all Japanese, and there was everything, fron^ a fish­ 
ing rod or an umbrella to the gold lacquered tea ser­ 
vice 01 a Tycoon. 
The sale commenced at eleven A. M. and was 
continued until nearly m idnight. The buyers wore 
many and the prices were low. 
For Instance, a 
Tycoon’s tea service, csnslstlng of 
ninety-two 
pieces, was sold for flfty-one dollare; a chow-chow 
house was bought by M. H. Haight for fifty dollars, 
while such trilles as cigar boxes, inlaid cabinets, 
fans, pipes and puzzles wore secure»! for almost 
nsitiing by the army of dealers assembled to niake 
the “almighty dollar” out of Japanese manufac- 
iiires. The walls of the auction room were hung 
with magnlllcent dressing robes, stated by the auc­ 
tioneer to have been worn by a Tycoon, which must 
undoubtedly increase tticlr value. 
Arranged on tablc.swerc tbe desks, trays, Joss 
hfiuses, junks and hunilre»l8 of tjualni and curious 
articles made by the Japanese. On »me tabic wa.s 
placed some Mo.saic ware—salvers, bowls. Jars. Ac.— 
made ef copper and inlaid with silver. The art of 
this ware has been lost, and the ware can only be ob- 
tamed In times of civil w artare—the Japanese re- 
garillng these .Mosaics us heirlooms, and refuse to 
sell them even though pressed by want.

dcHtinios of his country babblers began to dis­ 
appear from positions of high trust and confi­ 
dence. 
Noiso ceased to be an element of 
official life. 
“Silence in the ranks !” became 
the civic as well as the military order of the 
day. Everything was thoroughly orgaalzed 
and put in shape, and when an Austrian Cabi­ 
net with loud-mouthed threats and pompous 
bulletins advanced to win an easy victory, as 
it believed, in 1860, the overwhelming defeat 
at Sadowa suddenly and terribly revealed to it 
siicb skili, discipline and resources in the 
Prussian antagonist as had not been oven sus­ 
pected at Vienna. 
Nay, at Paris, London, 
aad even in New York, predictions had been 
■early all upon the other side. The year 1870 
has brought conspicuously before the world a 
repetition of this lesson, the more remarkable 
after so striking an example precedent. 
lu July last the French Cabinet, composed 
of boastful talkers, who iiflamod the prldo and 
egotism of the nation, repeated the folly that 
Austria committed four years ago. In the 
meantime Prussia hud been extending and 
developing her system of quiet preparation, 
and when 
collision 
came 
tho hastily 
assembled 
French 
armies 
saw 
them­ 
selves utterly outnumbered, 
outgeneralled 
and overpowered 
at 
all 
points. 
On 
the persons of captured German officers of 
inferior rank wore found maps of the smallest 
localities and crossroads in the districts that 
the invaders were approaching, such as were 
not in the possession even of the imperial staff 
of Napoleon HI. After MacMahoa's defeat at 
Woorth that distingui.sbed marshal had to in­ 
quire the way, when retreating from the field, 
of the neighboring peasantry, and with no 
little difficulty escaped the victorious Germans, 
who were rapidly and easily outflanking him 
tJiiough their superior topographical laforma- 
tion. Again, at Sedan the French generals 
were evidently surprised, owing to a similar 
superior knowledge of the ground on the part 
of their antagonists. Silence and celerity pre­ 
pared and massed tho Prussian forces, led 
them to the field, won for them the victory and 
burled them upon the very heart of Franco. 
Talk was beaten; work was the conqueror. 
Russia, sternly warned by tho disasters of 
the Crimean war and the hnmilialions of the 
bitter Treaty of Paris, has also been acting on 
the silent plan. Gathering up and reconstruct­ 
ing her naval and military forces, extending 
her telegraphs and railroads with feverish 
rapidity, purchasing the best arms and enginery 
of war and 
pcrlecting her administration 
at every point, she, too, possesses, while we 
write, a capacity to strike how, when and 
where few, if any, outside of her dominions, 
or not in high office within them, can pretend 
to know. 
She never would have dared to 
brave the British lion in his den, as she is now 
doing, unless she knew a secret of tremen­ 
dous power and had it in her grasp. 
A 
H e r a ld correspondent, conversing recently 
with a Russian gentleman of high standing in 
the empire, repeats the statement from his 
lips that the Czar has now four hundred 
thousand men not far from the Austrian 
frontier, possesses five hundred thousand Rem­ 
ington rifles and two thousand mitrailleuses, 
along with a naval force “that is littlo known 
and has always been under-estimated.” Again, 
a reliable letter, dated at St. Petersburg but a 
month ago to-day, nses precisely this Ian 
guage:—“It is known that the new armament 
of our forces is completed, and that the con­ 
tingent amounts to more than one million of 
well drilled soldiers, while, as regards morale, 
it is far superior to what we possessed during 
the Crimean war. ” Another letter received 
from the Russian capital by the latest Euro­ 
pean mail and dated November 26 says that 
the new law levy now in progress will 
yield five hundred thousand fresh troops, 
and that a “devouring activity” reigns 
in 
the 
War 
Office 
there, 
while 
at 
Kertch, a naval pert of great strength 
quietly constructed on the coast of the Sea of 
Azof, everything is in readiness for an impos­ 
ing demonstration of iron-clads on the Black 
Sea, should occasion demand. At the same 
time an indescribable enthusiasm, almost fana­ 
tical in its excess, thrills throughout the em­ 
pire, and in Austria the best informed publi­ 
cists express little doubt that an uprising of 
the whole Slavonio race in favor of Russia 
would at once follow a declaration of war 
cither by that Power or against it. 
This revelation bursts upon astonished Eu­ 
rope as a direct sequel to the surprises that 
Prussia has just hurled upou the nations like 
successive thunderbolts. The cloud of silent 
preparation that hid the laboratory of the 
Northern statesmen rolls apart and behold! 
I’nissia and Rnssia disclosed as the masters 
of the scene. 
The one with seven hundred 
thousand tried, trusty and victorioue veterans 
on the soil of France throttles that country at 
its capital and holds it down beneath her heel. 
The other but awaits the word to pounce upon 
Austria, should the latter lift one hostile 
(inger, and to sw#op down upon all that is left 
of Turkey in Europe, while Great Britain— 
another Power lately bewildered with talk 
rather 
than 
sustained by action—sinks 
back perforce into a secondary place. The 
entente cordiale is weighed in the balance and 
found wanting, and King William and the 
Czar have become the arbiters of t^ie yid 
World. 
What may we now anticipate as the next 
reaolt of (bla wonOroa» Vraoarer «Í 4idoliJ 


and might? 
First, a grand confederated 
German constitutional empire, embracing, 
along with the greater States which already 
adhere, Alsace and Lorraine, by right of 
reconqnest; Luxembourg, by necessity, and tho 
Germanic provinces of Austria and Russia, by 
political gravitation, the former Power dis­ 
appearing ultimately from the list of first 
class States, and the latter receiving, in com­ 
pensation for her Gorman duchies, tho uadls- 
turbed facility of marching southward and 
eastward, by such arrangements of war or 
peace as her strength or her diplomacy, or 
both, can win from her Slavonic and Ottoman 
neighbors. 
And what of Franco? The situation of the 
hour plainly reveals tho fate intended for her— 
to wit, either direct occapancy by the Ger­ 
mans for an indefinite period, or the restora­ 
tion of an Orleans or a Bonaparte, backed by 
such portion of the three hundred thousand 
French veterans now prisoners in Germany as 
would follow and support the home-returning 
standard. 
King William, Emperor of Germany and 
Protector of France—the latter held down in 
her place of penitence and service, as Ciesar 
held her, when she was Gaul, in the iron clutch 
of his Roman legions. And as Cmsar placed 
his garrisons in the chief centres of each of the 
seventeen Gallic provinces so may the German 
conqueror maiutain an adequate force in the 
main French marts of trade and manufacture— 
at Havro, at Cherbourg, at Lyons, at St. 
Etienne, at Bordeaux, at 
Marseilles, 
at 
Tnulon, os well as at Paris and in the great 
fortresses. Thus could he sway the industry 
and the commerce of forty millions of French­ 
men to their own great material benefit, per­ 
haps, at List, but by a magnificent free system 
so far as Germany is concerned, yet protective 
as against the rest of mankind, to the vast 
profit of his own race and realm. 
Should ho restore a prince of either of tho 
fallen French dynasties to tho throne he will 
be but returning the compliment conferred by 
Franco when she placed the usurped crown of 
Mexico upon the head of German Maximilian ; 
but ho will not, like the French cm|)ire, 
leave that prince to perish. 
Protection from 
such a fate would bo tho safe pretext for re­ 
taining a heavy armed con'.ingont in the 
French capital and leading cities. 
Above all, 
order, law and the poace of Europe would bo 
the rubric of the new continental system 
by tho weight of the sword and the “grace of 
God”—viz.: Russian pennons fluttering from 
the Dardanelles to the Danube, and tho Ger­ 
man imperial tri-cclor and eagle combined 
waving proudly from the Danube to the At­ 
lantic ! 
And the end ? Empires rise and fall and 
nations change; but the one eternal, grand 
design prevails. 
lie who studies deeply may 
answer the anxious cry, “Watchman, what of 
the night?” with cheerful accents. 
These 
very combinations, this drawing together and 
amalgamation of peoples, uniting them in 
struggle and disaster first, in common effort 
and recuperation afterward, is but beating 
down the barriers, opening the way, pointing 
out a glorious common aim—a mutual under­ 
standing that shall precede the final peace 
which is to give birth at last, in the fulness 
of time, to tho confederacy of Europe and to 
enduring, because broadly founded, and uni­ 
versal liberty. 


T h e W a r H iiuaiion in F ra n c e . 
The French have learned nothing of the 
military art by their disastrous experience in 
the present war. Prince Frederick Charles 
has cut up the Army of the Loire, just as the 
Crown Prince cut oft’ MacMahon at Wc|Tth and 
outflanked him at Sedan. 
A halting opposi­ 
tion in front deceives the now generals of tho 
republic into tho belief that the whole force of 
Germany is being slowly driven back, when, 
in fact, a larger force is quietly moving for 
tfieir rear. They ajipear to be now as igno­ 
rant of the movements of their enemy as they 
were when surprised at Weissenburg. 
They 
have learned no new lesson of vigilance or 
strategy, and have forgotten no old ones of 
carelessness, bravery or heroic resistance. 
The movement upon Havre continues stead­ 
ily. A fight has occurred at Honfleur, iu 
which the advance of the Prussians was re­ 
pelled, but the main body has arrived at 
Benzeville, only sixteen miles distant from 
Havre itself. 
Eighty batteries have been 
directed against the Cathedral of Notre Dame, 
and the first shell of a series may drop into 
the darkened aisles of the grand old churc h at 
any moment^_________________

General Butler’s bill, reported by him from 
tho Reconstruction Committee, which pro­ 
fesses in its title to be one of general grace, 
amnesty and oblivion, was discussed in the 
House yesterday, and is to be brought to a 
vote to-day. 
When we see the numerous 
classes that are excepted from its restorative 
oporatien we might bo inclined to wonder who 
It was that were to be benefited by It, did we 
not loam from the report of General Butler’s 
spooch that it was to apply to iiostmas- 
tcrs. 
sheriffs 
and constables, 
and such 
other small fry, ex-offlclals of the United 
States, as, having taken the oath to support 
tho constitution of the United States, after­ 
wards gave aid and comfort to the rebellion, 
and are now, consequently, under the pnlitical 
disabilities imposed by tho fourteenth amend­ 
ment tn the conatitutinn. The classes which 
tho bill specially excepts fVom any grace 
or favor on account of their participa­ 
tion 
in 
the 
rebellion 
are 
officers of 
the United States Army or Navy educated 
at the military or naval academies, members 
of the United States or the Confederate Con­ 
gress, heads of exeoutive departments, diplo­ 
matic ministers, and judges under the United 
States or Confederate governments, members 
of conventions who voted for or signed ordl- 
nances of secession, governors of States 
while in rebellion, those who treated with 
cruelty soldiers of the United States while 
prisoners of war, those who embezzled public 
moneys or stores belonging to the United 
States, deserters from the army and navy and 
bounty jumpers. 
Whatever may be thought of 
tho justice of punishing in this manner officers 
who deserted their flag and members who left 
the Senate and the House to encourage and 
support the rebellion, we cannot see the pro­ 
priety of extending the penalty to the other 
classes indicated. 
It is a wcdl-known histori­ 
cal fact that, under the maddening popu­ 
lar 
excitement 
of 
the 
times, 
ordi­ 
nances of secession 
were voted for and 
signed 
by 
delegates 
who 
were most 
strongly 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
maintenance 
of the Union, but who could not resist tho 
local influences by which they were sur­ 
rounded. 
Many of such men were subse­ 
quently members of the Confederate Con­ 
gress and some of them were governors of 
States, and the refusal to extend the mantle 
of grace, amnesty nnd oblivion to such men 
makes the title of the bill a cruel misnomer. 
It is just such men of influence and high 
standing in the communities in which they 
live that should be welcomed back into the 
national fold, and made instniraental in win­ 
ning all their fellow citizens back to loyalty 
and love of country and flag. 
We approve 
heartily, and the country will approve and 
endorse, the substitute which Mr. Farnsworth, 
of Illinois, himself a member of the Recon­ 
struction Committee, offered for the bill. 
It 
proposes, in a few lines, to remove all 
political disabilities imposed by the four­ 
teenth 
article 
of 
the 
constitution. 
It 
has 
no 
restriction or exception. 
Such 
an 
enactment 
alone 
is 
deserving 
of 
the name of “general amnesty.” 
Such a bill 
alone will be creditable to the Congress of the 
United States; such a bill alone will tend to 
smooth away the asperities that have survived 
tho war, and only such a bill will meet the 
approval of all right thinking men at home 
aad abroad. 
We hope, therefore, that the 
House will sustain the proposition of Mr. 
Farnsworth and pass It as a substitute for Mr. 
Butler’s bill, whith may then properly retain 
the title of a bill of “general grace, amnesty 
and oblivion.” 
The only other subject of interest on which 
Congress was engaged yesterday was a bill 
reported in the House from tho Committee on 
Manufactures, to give the sanction and en­ 
dorsement of Congress to the commemoration 
of the centenary of American independence 
by a grand international exhibition of art 
and manufactures in the city of Philadelphia 
in 1876. 
This matter was discussed for a 
couple of hours and went over without action 
until to-day, when it will probably be taken 
up and disi»osed of.

Old King Wilkelni, an it nppenn^ geUing 
tíred nf the starving out procesa, ban resolved 
on the bombardment of Paris, and Monday, 
the 19th instant, is named as the day when 
bis siege batteries will open fire upon the 
doomed city. It bas been the general im­ 
pression that he has not so long refrained 
from a storm of shot and shell because of a 
desire to avoid the destruction or disfigura­ 
tion of the oity, but because, from his lines 
outside the circle of its protecting fortifica­ 
tions, be has no guns of sufficient range to do 
any material damage to the city. It is re­ 
ported, however, that the German siege bat­ 
teries command every point of Paris, and 
that Notre Dame, in the very heart of the 
city, presents as fair a target as did the Stras- 
bnurg cathedral. If so, the Germans have 
guns of a range of six or seven miles, aud 
that they have such guns is very probable, for 
it will be remembered that In our late civil 
war General Gilmore, from Cumming’s Point, 
six miles below Charleston, pretty effectively 
shelled the lower portion of the city. 
If, then, the German siege batteries com- 
mand the very heart of Paris, and if they are 
to bo opened upon the city on Monday next, 
what will be the consequences? Will Paris 
be rednced to a mutilated wreck, like Straa- 
bourg, or be more than half destroyed by a 
conflagration, like Thionville? 
No; we do 
not apprehend either a destructive hammering 
or burning to Paris. 
We are rather inclined 
to think that when the Parisians find from 
actual experience that they are at the mercy 
of tho Gorman batteries there will bo a speedy 
capitulation on the part of General Trochu, 
inasmuch as the two million beluaguered souls 
under his care, soldiers and civilians, are 
already reduced, in the way of delicacies in 
fresh meat, to rats, cats and dogs. 
We can 
hardly suppnse that Trochu will try another 
sortie in the absence of any supporting force 
outside, and when bis half famished troops 
and his horses not oaten up must be so far 
starved as to be useless for the purposes of a 
sortie. 
We conclude, then, that the capitula­ 
tion of Paris will be no longer delayed when 
the German shells begin to full upon the 
Tuiieries and the Hotel de ’Yille.

The Court of Oyer and Terminer, and the 
Court of General Sessions have been engaged 
for flome days on two very iinportaat murder 
trials, both of which have resulted In the con- 
Tlction of the prisoners of a lesser degree of 
crime than that charged in the indictment. 
Wo do not propose to recite the inoideats of 
the case of Cooney, charged with the murder 
ofO'Day, or Dunn, charged with the murder 
of Logan. 
They have already apppeared fully 
In our columns as the trials proceeded. 
But 
there is something suggestive as regards pri­ 
vate morals connected with both cases that 
ihould attract serious attention. 
In each case 
the victim was cut off in one of those disgrace- 
fhl barroom fights which are too frequent, 
when the heat of paBsion or the madness ef 
llqtior is only appeased by using the pistol or 
the knife upon some unfortunate adversary. 
Murder in cold blood, instigated solely by 
vengeance, ia not a common crime in this com­ 
munity. 
Murder for pelf is more common; as 
the cases of Nathan and Rogers and many 
others show. 
But the largest percentage of 
homicide by far is traceable to the reckless 
usa of deadly weopoas in barroom brawls. 
The taking of human life in this way is almost 
an occurrence of every day, or every night. 
Sometimes it may happen that no malice exists 
in the mind of the murderer. 
Often, perhaps, 
there is not consciousness enough to discern a 
motive for the deed,and certainly not cosncious- 
ness enough for measuring the consequences 
of a feaful crime. 
This makes that class of 
homicide all the more dangorous for the com­ 
munity. Premeditated murder rarely goes un­ 
discovered and unpunished. 
The vengeance 
of H"aven pursues the murderer and delivers 
him into the hands of human justice. 
The shedding of blood, whether by premedi­ 
tation or in the violence of passion, is equally 
imjustiflable.

The annual report of Firo Marshal McSpedon 
f«>r the year ending October 31, 1870, is full of 
Inierestiiig statistics. 
It is a gratifying evi­ 
dence of the increased efficiency of the Fire 
Department under the new regime that the 
total number of fires during the year—856— 
shows a decrease of 0.25 per cent from the 
previous , year. 
During the last six months 
there has been a remarkable decrease in the 
Bveragft loss by fire—upwards of $2,0(X( per firo 
below tlie average for the previous six months. 
Table No. 6 sets forth the fact that the number 
of disastrous fires has greatly dimiuisbed. Of 
those particularly disastrous there were 9, 
accompanied by a loss of $50,000 each, while 
In 18G9 there were no less than 18, or twice as 
many. 
Forty-four fires were suspected to bo 
of incendiary origin. 
Of twenty-eight per­ 
sons an-ested on this charge some were hon­ 
orably discharged and throe were convicted. 
By the new system of signals, which has been 
in successful operation during the past six 
months, alarms are transmitted with sur­ 
prising rapidiiy, only a minute and thirty 
seconds intervening between the discovery of 
a flic and the communication of the locality to 
the various companies and bell towers. Under 
the old system at least eight minutes were re­ 
quisite for the same purpose. 
The report of 
the Fire Marshal concludes by demonstrating 
the fact that the loss of life and the number of 
fires caused by dangerous compounds, sold and 
used for illuminating purposes, under the 
names of kerosene, liquid gas, gasoline, patent 
safety gas, and so forth, are increasing at a 
fearful rate, and by expressing an earnest 
hope—ia which all good citizens must unite— 
that the next Legislatura will see the impor­ 
tance of prompt and effective legislation upon 
this subject.

W illiam M agraih vs. Leonard W. Jcrom e.-Tbla 
action was brought by M agrath, the celebrated 
artist, agaiust Leonard \V. Jerome, and was tn e a 
before Jndgo Lane and Jary in tho Sixth District 
Conrt yesterday moruing. The plaintiff testified that 
lu the year 1807, being attracted by the picturesque 
scenery In the neighborhood of Jerom e Skating 
Pond, ou the grounds of the American Jockey Club, 
Ford ham, he-m ade a painting ot th at celebrated 
locality, as ho expected tliat Mr. Jerom e or somo 
other wealthy m em ber of th at ciub would adm ire 
and buy it for bis picture gallery or lor the purpose 
of presenting it to the cinb. That bo c.illed Mr. Je­ 
rom e’s attention to it. aud that no was so well 
pleas ed with It that he requested him to place It in 
Tlirany’s window for two or three weeks, so m at 
the members of the club m ight see it while passing 
up aud down Broadway, 'fliat Mr. Jerom e subse­ 
quently told him th at several of the m embers of the 
club had seen an<l greatly adm ired it, aud that lie 
agreed to buy It tor $3uo. uud told him to deliver it 
to the person In charge of the club house aud have 
It hung up in their pleture gallery.

TLiE BiVE OF ttltllL S . 


T he fllndnm e Ju m cl Ca«e in a New Phase. 
(From the Albany Argus, December 10.] 
An luferesilng argum ent was heard at the Special 
Term by Hon. Justice Bockes, of tho .Supremo 
Court, at his «bambcrs at Saratoga Springs, ou Tues- 
d.iy, m the matter of ihree ejettm eai sans, brought 
to recover $luo,ooo wortn of land heluuglug to 
Madame Junicl’s estate m tnai village. 
Tuese actian.s are brought by Uoorge W . Bowen, a 
citizen of Providence, R. 1., many years a m erchant 
or that city, though now retu-ed from buslne.ss, 
a • entleman iii comiortablo circumstances in life, 
and now about seventy-six years of age. Mr. Bowen 
was bom m Charles street. In the city of Provi­ 
dence, in the house of a widow woman named Mrs. 
Freelove Ballou, lu 1794. Uls mother was a young 
single woman, named Betsey or Eliza Bowen. The 
case stands chiefly upon tne question whether this 
Betsey or Eliza Bowen was tue same person w ith 
Betsey Bowen, also bom in Providence, wlio alter- 
wards became Madame Eliza B. Juinel. On tho part 
or Mr. Bowen It Is averred that the two were idcutl- 
cal; but the young mother, stricken by shame, aban- 
dohod her lllegittmate iniant and lelt him when a 
few days old, lu the hands of Mrs. Ballou, and came 
to -New York, where she subsequently fell in with and 
married Stephen Jumel, a Frenchman, who leit her 
all his money, 
i ho law of the state of New York, 
I passed in 1866 (and of which Mr. Bowen was Igno­ 
rant until some time after Madame Jnmel’s death), 
gives an llligitltnate child all the property of his mo- 
tuer, if there be no legitimate Issue. 
Madame Jumel died In 1866, leaving property 
worth to-day ut least two millions of dollars—one of 
me ilnest estates in New York island. Mr. NeLsou 
Cnase, a well-known and respooiabie member of the

men wot tb two laiillou#. Mrs. Pery having al.«« con­ 
veyed her claim, underihls promise of Mine. Jumel, 
to him, her faiher. lie claims Htle under it. 
The magnitude of the property in question and tho 
deiic.icy of the legal pulnte arising lu tho conuo- 
ver.->y unite to make this one of the most important 
vansen ce'fhres in Up* legal history of this State. 
The motions before Justice Bornes were, llrst, for 
a commission to examine witnesses re.sldent m 
Rhode Island, aged from eighty to ninery years 
eacn, wh». it is claimed can prove Mr. Bowen’s birth 
and parentage on his mother’s side. Tho justice 
grsuted this motion. The other wa.s for the transfer 
of me place ot trial of these aclious from Saratoga 
county to the city ol New V ork.

Chase, aud opposed 
icnaaiously by the counsel for the plaintiff, aud the 
argum ent consumed tuo whole day.

Opinion in England. 


Tae London correspondent ol the Scotsman 


writes:—"I can repeat, on the best authority, that 
our government is satisfied with ttic conduct of 
Prussia iu regard to the Russian note and disposed 
to be hopeiul as to the maintenance of peace. I can 
also add that, not only has the course taKcn by Lord 
Granville m this matter been approved unanimously 
by his colleagues, but Lord Derby and other conser- 
vative statesmen have also, I have reason to believe, 
taken the opportunity of privately commu icatiug 
their i-ausfaction with it. While speaking of Lord 
Granville I may mention that, notwithstanding 
nis labors at the Foreign Office, he found time to 
write an article for the recent number or the Edin- 
bura Ileview—I need hardly say, not the one on 
France and Prussia. As for that much-talked-of 
article, I believe there is no longer any question that 
It was composed by Mr, Hcury Keeye. the editor of 
the /teotew, from ineiuorauda supplied by Mr. Glad- 
stone. The Premier is thus responsible for the facts 
communicated, ;md also for certain general views of 
policy, but not for personal criticisms on foreign 
governments which are so freely bestowed, and 
which, it is expressly stated, came Irom one not 
trammelled by olllcial reticence."

Suppose that, with the Army of 
tne Loire extinct and Paris surrendered, Germany 
ailirnis that the Russian demand Is entirely In ac- 
cord witli common sense aud must be supported. 
Are we, then, to recede, or to flght without an ally 
against allied Powers disposing of nearly two mil- 
lions of men? This last consideration must have 
engaged the attention of the Cabinet, aud one can- 
not avoid the suspicion that its resolve has been

We caunot confer about 
a treaty already declared to be of no binding force, 
or make a new agreement because agreements, old 
and new, are no longer to be respected.

Opinion in Prussia. 


Theliondon Times correspondent writes from Ber- 


lin on the 29th ult. :— 


Tne Eastern conference, which I was In a position 
to aunouace a fortnight ago, has now been lormally 
proposed. If accented by tbe Powers it is sure to 
lead to an amicable solution of the pending differ- 
ence. Hussia, by the very fact of attending the con- 
lercnce, would virtually retract her arbitrary pro- 
ceedings, and consent to refer the matter to the de- 
cision or the Powers; while the latter, if so much Is 
conceded, are likely to examine into the alleged 
grievances of their imperious colleague, and accord 
redress should lc appear just. But tnough, once as- 
sembled, the conference presents such a fair chance 
of effecting a compromise, it Is not certain tnat it 
will meet. Tne preliminary negotiations willrequlre 
delicate handling to lead to a'favorable issue. On 
the one hand, the Powers cannot possibly eome To- 
gether merely to register a flat prouonuced by one 
of 
their number; on the other, the country

If tue other 
Powers manage to Iceep negotiations In smooth 
waters this dmiculty wllijbe overcome and the plen- 
ipotentiaries will raeet sooa after the end of the 
war—a period uot so very remote uow. Iu the other 
event the matter will have to be postponed for a 
longer lime, as Austria is not In a position to follow 
up words by deeds unless seconded by France. But 
France mil take some time to recover before she 
can thins of engaging in another conflict. Her 
rulers pra tern, have certainly right joyfully hailed 
the chance of an. Eastern complication, whicii they 
hope is to oouverl the present localized war into a 
general European, conflagration, iu winch they 
might have allies; but they will be dcfeatsd and forced 
to quit ike scat of ulhce long before anything serious 
can occur in the East, and ic is doubtful whetn&r 
their successors, if peace is once restored io the 
unfortunate country, vriu consider it their interest 
to taice the same view of the question as MM.

Opinion iu Austria. 


The special correspondent of iho London Datty 


j\rews writes from Vienna ou November sit>;—"Pub- 
lic opinion in Austria with reference to the Russian 
question continues divided, though with, a daily 
increasing inclination towards peace, in the Dele- 
gations the inUueuce of three parties may be ob- 
served. First there is the Hungarian party, which 
is ihe most, deiiaut aud waruKe iu Us tbiio towards 
Kussia, and which probably numbers a maiorily m 
the Hungarian Delegation. Then tiiere is what may 
be called ine Austrian civil party, represented by 
tiie delegate wu» asked Count Beust the other day 
whether lie had taken due measures for the preser- 
vation of peace. Lastly there is Hie Austrian mili- 
tary party, represented by the gallant general who 
put tue question on the following day, -vfnethsr 
the Ministry had taken such measures lor the pre- 
servation of peace 
as were consistent wltli 
the national nouor.' 
The Hungarians have 
all along been most warlike in their tendencies, ana 
probably on a decisive question would obtain a ma- 
jority lu tho two Delegations. 
Tftey form a much 
more compact body and vote more unanimously to- 
gether than do the members of tne other Delega- 
tion. The leading members of the government 
however, especially Count Beust, are not at all 
likely to compromise themselves with Russia out of 
deference to the views »f this party, and it is still 
less probable that the latter will press Ueust to u. 
resignation. 
Prussia's proposal ef a congress is 
viewed with some considerable distrust here. Its 
practicability, remarks the NtueFrete Presse, de- 
pends entirely on the preliminaries. 
A congress 
betweeji parues which start Irom two mutually ex- 
clusive principles is an absurdity. Jieiore a con-ress 
is possible Kussia must recognize article fourteen of 
the Pans Treaty as still Dindmg or England aud 
Austria must allow taat it is no longer binding. 
Without oue ol these alternative concessions an 
attempts at mutual undersiaudiug must be mtlle." 
The SKUB t'feie i*resse, of Vienna, is rapidly 
changing its tone. It now says:—"According to ail 
appearances the alarm is likely to blow over and 
the mailer will end in a couiereuce. But it is as 
clear as daylighs tuat a conference will only paste 
up the breacli ;md bring about a state of things 
wiucn can be but tempararv. Still there can be no 
doubt that the present moment is the most unfavor- 
able possible lor 11 sharp settlement »f the Kussmn 
question, -i'lns last sentiment is curiously incon- 
sistent with ihe earlier views of the same journal. 
The Berlin Caoiuet, nice ttie Hussion, seem to be 
willing to give us everytiiig but what we want. 
Telegrams daily arrive giving us assurances of the 
peaceiul inten lions aud mediatory efforts »l' Prussia; 
but we have heard at present, of no answer to the 
categorical quo tion that, Odo luisseil was to hava 
put to Count UismarcK, viz., whether he was pre- 
pared to maintain the breach or the observance of 
the Paris Treats'.

BOSTON, Dec. 13, 18TO. 


The Catholics of BostM, under the auspices of the 


Toting Men's Christian Temperance Association, In. 
flnlged In a rormal expression this evening of 
their protest against the occupation of Home by 
Italian troops, and at the same time manifested, In 
most unmistakable form, their love and veneration 
for tae Koman Pontiff. The demonstration, although 
participated in largely by the Catholics of the city 
and vicinity, was only preliminary to a more gene- 
ral gathering of a similar character, to take place 
in a few days, under the Immediate direction of 
Sishop Williams. 
The exercises were held In 


Tremont Temple, and in spite of the inclemeat 
weather tae spacious ediflce was well tilled. • Two 
hundred children occupied tne platform, and before 
the exercises Impressed the audience in a pleasing 
manner with inspiring strains of "Sweet Erin." 


Eev. Father Flattery, the President of the St. 


James Society, in ooening the meeting said that 
they had assembled as indignant Catholics to ex- 
press their indignation and protest at the efforts 
which had been made to dethrone and insult their 
beloved Pontiff. He then submitted the following 
series of resolutions, expressive of tne feeling of the 
St. James Society:—

ecutive under the Emperor ou the Pope The forged 
decretals of Constantine, so aear to babblers, wero 
never of any service to the Popes. The natent fact* 
of history, to which I have referred, written out in 
the three great Roman codes, show that this power 
was comerred, and IT Grotiaa fo.ged a decretal ha 
forged what was most true. In other words, ua 
mauulactured for posterity a concise ctiarter asB

The Pope, being thus recognized as temporal 
sovereign by all the tnonarchs of Christendom, D&J 
gan to exercise, it Is said, an rmjnst and dangerous 
authority over the nations. Tne "Man ojT Sla," 
"Antichrist," "The Scarlet TToman of Babylon,-' be» 
gan to rule, and Americans, of all people, seem to> 
dread most this species of "temporal sovereignty;'* 
they see HUdebrand, in their dreams, hurling ul3 
thunders at President Grant, or at my favorite ftB 
the next Presidency—Governor Hoffman. Sow let 
us look at this matter with our ordinary Yankee* 
shrewdness and discrimination. The feudal systemy 
as you will iearn from the Protestant nistonan. 
Robertson; from my Lord Coke, Cruise, Bacon and 
BlacKstone, proceeded on the idea that the 
conqueror general had an absolute right and 
fee simple to every inch of territory conquered 
that his subordinate officers held of him and the 
serfs of the next In order above them; hence the 
various tenures by military service, from oarons 
down to tenants in soeage (from soc, the piougn), 
As a corollary te this mediaeval Idea of justice, when 
the tenant died wtthonc heir his lands returned to 
his lord, by "reversion;" hence, when a bishop 
diea. the wild lands he had reclaimed and bnilt on 
reverted to the prince of wham he held them, at 
least until he Bhonid have a successor.

IJaylnt? of tlie Corner Stoiio of rhc Biiildintr-*. 


Deseriptioii of the Prorsosod Srrti?r.nre. 


Trie laying of the corner stone or the new temple 


"Ahawatn Chesert," corner of Lexington avenno 
aud Fifty-filth street, took place yesterday, at half- 
past ten o'clock, in the presence of a great number, 
cf the Hebrew members of the community. 


The building will be 95 feet wide, running -back 


the whole depth of the lot, with two side wings, 
which are to recede from a point nine feet from the 


The lilffhest point of the roof from the 


street will be 78 feet, the front centre 75, tlie walla 
of the nave CO, and the side walls 37. The architec- 
tur«, like that of the Fifth avenue temple, is Byzan- 
tine moresquc, with two towers. 107 feet hlsb

Powers of Kuropc. 


"I want more bead and less tongue," said 


tho greatest of modern loaders and statesmen, 
when selecting men to fill tho various offices 
of a new government that he was organizing. 
He meant that silent aud steady work which 
allows attention to bo flxod and concentrated 
on tbo task in hand, instead of being diverted 
and frittered away by endless discussion and 
garrulous, noisy comment that, moreover, 
discloses to all the world and places at the 
disposal of open or hidden enemies what 
should remain the treasured secret of the gov- 
erning and controlling pewer alone. 
In tho 


later days of the second Napoleonic empire 
talk aud fanfaronade took tho place of that 
silent will and persistent onward movement 
which gave such apparently resistless and un- 
varying success to its mUtary enterprises and 
its diplomacy in the beginning of its dashing 
career. 
Meanwhile, precisely the opposite 


system had been adopted aud was prevailing 
in Prussia. Bismarck is a thinker and a 
toiler, not a windmill of words, and from the 
moment when his intellect began to sway the 
destinies of his country babblers began to dis- 
appear from positions of high trust and confi- 
dence. 
Noise ceased to be an element of 


official life. 
"Silence in the ranks!" became' 


the civic as well as the military order of the 
day. Everything was thoroughly organized 
and put in shape, and when an Austrian Cabi- 
net with loud-mouthed threats and pompous 
bulletins advanced to win an easy victory, as 
it believed, in 186G, the overwhelming dsfeat 
at Sadowa suddenly and terribly revealed to it 
such skill, discipline and resources in the 
Prussian antagonist as had not bsen even sus- 
pected at Vienna. Nay, at Paris, London, 
and even in New York, predictions had been 
nearly all upon the other side. The year 1870 
las brought conspicuously before the world a 
repetition of this lesson, the more remarkable 
after so striking an example precedent. 


In July last the French Cabinet, composed 


of boastful talkers, who ieflamed the pride and 
egotism of the nation, repeated the folly that 
Austria committed four years ago. In the 
meantime Prussia had been extending and 
developing her system of quiet preparation, 
and when 
collision 
came 
the hastily 


assembled 
French 
armies 
saw 
them- 


selves utterly outnumbered, 
outgeneralled 


and overpowered 
at 
all 
points. 
On 


the persons of captured German officers of 
inferior rank were feuud maps of the smallest 
localities and crossroads in the districts that 
the invaders were approaching, such as were 
not in the passession even of the imperial staff 
of Napoleon III. After MacMahon's defeat at 
Woerih that distinguished marshal had to in- 
quire the way. when retreating from the field, 
of the neighboring peasantry, and with 
little difficulty escaped the victorious Germans, 
who were rapidly and easily outflanking hi m 
through their superior topographical imforma- 
tion. Again, at Sedan the French generals 
were evidently surprised, owing to a similar 
superior knowledge of the ground on the part 
of their antagonists. Silence and celerity pre- 
pared and massed the Prussian forces, led 
them to the field, won for them the victory and 
iurled them upon the very heart of France. 
Talk was beaten: work was the conqueror. 


KubaU. sternly warned by the disasters of 


the Crimean war and the humiliations of the 
bitter Treaty of Paris, has also been acting on 
tlie silent plan. Gathering up and reconstruct- 
ing- her naval and military forces, extending 
her telegraphs and railroads with feverish

doing, unless she knew a secret of tremen- 
dous power and had it in her grasp. A 
HERALD correspondent, conversing recently 
with a Russian gentleman of high standing in 
the empire, repeats the statement from his 
lips that the Czar has now four hundred 
thousand men not far from, the Austrian 
frontier, possesses five hundred thousand Rem-

from the Russian capital by the latest Euro- 
pean mail and dated November 26 says that 
the new law levy now in progress will 
yield five hundred thousand fresh troops, 
and that a "devouring activity" reigns 
in

Kertch, a naval port of great strength 
quietly constructed on the coast of the Sea of 
Azof, everything is in readiness for an impos- 
ing demonstration of iron-clads on the Black 
Sea, should occasion demand. At the same 
time an indescribable enthusiasm, almost fana- 
tical in its excess, thrills throughout the em- 
pire, and in Austria the best informed publi- 
cists express little doubt that an uprising of 
the whole Slavonic race in favor of Russia 
trould at once follow a declaration of war 
either by that Power or against it. 


This revelation bursts upon astonished Eu- 


rope as a direct sequel to the surprises that 
Prussia has just hurled upon the nations like 
successive thunderbolts. 
The cloud of silent 


preparation that hid the laboratory of the 
Northern statesmen rolls apart aud behold! 
Prussia and Russia disclosed as the masters 
of the scene. The one with seven hundred 
thousand tried, trusty and victorious veterans 
on the soil of France throttles that country at 
its capital and holds it dowa beneath her heel. 
The other but awaits the word to pounce upon 
Austria, should the latter lift one hostile 
finger, and to sweop down upon all that is left 
of Turkey in Europe, while Great Britain — 
another Power lately bewildered with -talk 
rather 
than 
sustained by action— sinka 


back perforce into a secondary place. The 
entente cordials is weighed in the balance and 
found wanting, and King William and the 
Czar have become (he arbiters <$ the Old 
World.

What may we now anticipate as the tickt 


and might? 
First, a grand confederated 


German constitutional empire, embracing, 
along with tho greater States which already 
adhere, Alsace and Lorraine, by right of 
reconquest; Luxembourg, by necessity, and the 
Germanic provinces of Austria and Russia, by 
political gravitation, the former Power dis- 
appearing ultimately from the list of first 
class States, and tho latter receiving, in com- 
pensation for her Gorman duchies, the uadis- 
turbed facility of marching southward and 
eastward, by such arrangements of war or 
peace as her strength or her diplomacy, or 
both, can win from her Slavonic and Ottoman 
neighbors. 


And what of France 1 The situation of the 


hour plainly reveals the fate intended for her— 
to wit, either direct occupancy by tho Ger- 
mans for an indefinite period, or the restora- 
tion of an Orleans or a Bonaparte, backed by 
such portion of the three hundred thousand 
French veterans now prisoners in Germany as 
would follow and support tho home-returning 
standard. 


King William, Emperor of Germany and 


Protector of France—the latter held down in 
her place of penitence and service, as Cresar 
held her, when she was Gaul, in the iron clutch 
of his Roman legions. And as Ca:sar placed 
his garrisons in the chief centres of each of tho 
seventeen Gallic provinces so may the German 
conqueror maintain an adequate force in the 
main French marts of trade and manufacture— 
at Havre, at Cherbourg, at Lyons, at St. 
Etienne, at Bordeaux, at 
Marseilles, 
at 


Toulon, as well as at Paris and in the great 
fortresses. Thus could he sway the industry 
and the commerce of forty millions of French- 
men to their own great material benefit, per- 
haps, at last, but by a magnificent free system 
so far as Germany is concerned, yet protective 
as against the rest of mankind, to the vast 
profit of his own race and realm. 


Should he restore a prince of either of the 


fallen French dynasties to the throne he n-ill 
be but returning the compliment conferred by 
France when she placed the usurped crown of 
Mexico upon the head of German Maximilian: 
but he will not, like the French empire] 
leave that prince to perish. Protection from 
such a fate would be the safe pretext for re- 
taining a heavy armed contingent in the 
French capital and leading cities. Above all, 
order, law and the peace of Europe would be 
the rubric of the new continental system 
by the weight of the sword and the "grace of 
God"—viz.: Russian pennons fluttering from 
the Dardanelles to the Danube, and the Ger- 
man imperial tri-color and eagle combined 
waving proudly from the Danube to the At- 
lantic 1 


And the end? Empires rise and fall and 


nations change; but the one eternal, grand 
design prevails. He who studies deeply may 
answer the anxious cry, "Watchman, what of 
the night?" with cheerful accents. These 
very combinations, this drawing together and 
amalgamation of peoples, unitisg them, in 
struggle and disaster first, in common effort 
and recuperation afterward, is but beating 
down the barriers, opening the way, pointing 
out a glorious common aim—a mutual under- 
standing that shall precede the final peace 
which is to give birth at last, in the fulness 
of time, to the confederacy of Europe and to 
enduring, because broadly founded, and uni- 
versal liberty. 


TUo Wnr Situation in France. 


The French have learned nothing of the 


military art by their disastrous c.Tperience in 
the present war. Prince Frederick Charles 
has cut up the Army of the Loire, just as the 
Crown Prince cut ofl" MacMahon at Woerth and 
outflanked him at Sedan. 
A halting opposi- 


tion in front deceives the new generals of the 
republic into the belief that the whole force of 
Germany is being slowly driven back, when, 
in fact, a larger force is quietly moving for 
their rear. They appear to be now as igao- 
rant of the movements of their enemy as they 
were when surprised at Weissenburg. Tl^ey 
have learned no new lessoa of vigilance or 
strategy, aud have forgotten no old ones of 
carelessness, bravery or heroic resistance. 


The movement upon Havre continues stead- 


ily. A fight has occurred at Honfleur, in 
which the advance of the Prussians was re- 
pelled, but the main body has arrived at 
Benzeville, only sixteen miles distant from 
Havre itself. 
Eighty batteries have been 


directed against the Cathedral of Notre Dame, 
and the first shell of a series may drop into 
the darkened aisles of the grand old churo h at 
any moment.

General Butler's bill, reported by him from 


tho Reconstruction Committee, which pro- 
fesses ia its title to be one of general grace, 
amnesty and oblivion, was discussed in tho 
House yesterday, and is to be brought to a 
vote to-day. 
When we see the numerous 


classes that are oxcepted from its restorative 
operation wo might be inclined to woader who 
it was that wero to be benefited by it, did we 
not learn from the report of General Butler's 
speech that it was to apply to postmas- 
ters, 
sheriffs 
and constables, aud such 


other small fry, ex-officials of the United 
States, as, having taken the oath to support 
the constitution of the United States, after- 
wards gave aid aud comfort to the rebellion, 
and are now, consequently, under the political 
disabilities imposed by tho fourteenth amend- 
ment to tho constitution. The classes which 
the bill specially excepts from any grace 
or favor on account of their 
participa- 


tion 
ia 
the 
rebellion 
are 
officers of 


the United States Army or" Navy educated 
at the military or naval academies, members 
of the United States or the Confederate Con- 
gress, heads of executive departments, diplo- 
matic ministers, and judges under the United 
States or Confederate governments, members 
of conventions who voted for or signed ordi- 
nances of secession, governors of States 
while in rebellion, those who treated with 
cruelty soldiers of the United States while 
prisoners of war, those who embezzled public 
moneys or stores belonging to the United 
States, deserters from the army and navy and 
bounty jumpers. Whatever may be thought of 
the justice of punishing in this manner officers 
who desertsd their flag and members who left 
the Senate and the House to encourage and 
support the rebellion, we cannot see the pro- 
priety of extending the penalty to the other 
classes indicated. It is a well-known histori- 
cal fact that, under the maddening popu-

Wo hope, therefore, that the 


House will sustain the proposition of Mr. 
Farnsworth and paas it as a substitute for Mr. 
Butler's bill, which may t.'ien properly retain 
the title of a bill of "general grace, amnesty 
and oblivion," 


The only other subject of interest on which 


Congress was engaged yesterday was a bill 
reported in the House from the Committee on 
Manufactures, to give tho sanction and en- 
dorsement of Congress to the commemoration 
of the centenary of American independence 
by a grand international exhibition of art 
and manufactures in the city of Philadelphia 
in 187C. 
This matter was discussed for a 


couple of hours and went over without action 
until to-day, when it will probably bs taken 
up and disposed of. 


Tlie Impending BoBfewtaea* «f 
Old King Wilfcelm, as It appears, getting 


tired of the starving out procesa, has resolved 
on tho bonabardrient of Paris, and Moniay, 
the 19th instant, ia named as the day when 
hia siege batteries will open Ore upon the 
doomed cliy. It has been the general im- 
pression that he has not BO long refrained 
from a storm of ghot and shell because of a 
desire to avoid the destruction or disfigura- 
tion of the city, but because, from his lines 
outsido the circle of its protecting fortifica- 
tions, he has no guns of sufficient range to do 
any material damage to tho city. It is re- 
ported, however, that the German siege bat- 
teries command every point of Paris, and 
that Notre Dame, in the very heart of the 
city, presents as fair a target as did the Stras- 
bourg cathedral. If so, the Germans have 
guns of a tango of six or seven miles, and 
that they have such guns is very probable, for 
it will be remembered that in our late civil 
war General Gilmore, from Cumming's Point, 
six miles below Charleston, pretty effectively 
shelled the lower portion of the city. 


If, then, the German siege batteries com- 


mand the very heart of Paris, and if they are 
to be opened upon the city on Monday next, 
what will bs the consequences ? Will Paris 
be reduced to a mutilated wreck, like Stras- 
bourg, or be more than half destroyed by a 
conflagration, like Thionville? 
No; wo do 


not apprehend either a destructive hammering 
or burning to Paris. We are rather inclined 
to think that when the Parisians find from 
actual experience that they are at the mercy 
of the German batteries there will be a speedy 
capitulation on the part of General Trochu, 
inasmuch as the two million beleaguered souls 
under his care, soldiers and civilians, are 
already reduced, ia the way of delicacies in 
fresh meat, to rats, cats and dogs. We can 
hardly suppose that Trochu will try another 
sortie in the absence of any supporting force 
outside, and when his half famished troops 
and his horses not eaten up must be so far 
starved as to be useless for the purposes of a 
sortie. We conclude, then, that the capitula- 
tion of Paris will be no longer delayed when 
the German shells begin to fall upon the 
Tuileries and the Hotel de Ville. 


THE FAM OF MAEAOAIBO.—The national 


party in Venezuela has experienced a severe 
check by the fall of Maracaibo, which was 
captured on the 23d of last month by the 
forces of Guzman Blanco. 
General Her- 


nandez, the commander of the national forces, 
is reported killed, jind Pulgar, one of Blanco's 
generals, was shot through the heart in ilara- 
caibo shortly after the fill of the city. 


The New Ccnsaa. 


Marshal Sharpe is about to commence ope- 


rations immediately on the new census. 
His 


deputies will, of course, have to undertake 
their duties under considerable difficulties. 
People, being a little disgusted with the 
annoyance of tho last census taking, will be 
naturally careless about furnishing any more 
information. 
If the original census taking 


had been properly conducted there would be 
no necessity for harassing the public again 
with the stupid routine of a visit to every 
house by ignorant ceasus marshals, catechising 
every housaholder and worrying the inmates 
of every man's dwelling. But as the census 
has undoubtedly been incorrectly taken it be- 
comes necessary to go over the ground again, 
in order that the great metropolis should be 
put right upon the record as regards popula- 
tion and material wealth. The indignation so 
widely expressed by our citizens at the imper- 
fect manner in which the late census was taken 
induced, or rather compelled, the govern- 
ment to order that a new census should be 
taken. We hope that all persons will give the 
marshals all tho information in their power 
cheerfully aud help them along in the per- 
formance of their duties.

Tlie late Murder Trials. 


The Court of Oyer and Tcrminer, and the 


•Court of General Sessions have been engaged 
for some days on two very important murder 
.trials, both of which have resulted in the con- 
yiction of the prisoners of a lesser degree of 
crime than that charged in the indictment. 
We do not propose to recite the incidents of 
•the case of Cooney, charged with the murder 
of O'Day, or Dunn, cliurged with the murder 
•of Logan. They have aire.idy apppearcd fully 
in our columns as the trials proceeded. But 
there is something fugscslive as regards pri- 
vate morals connected with both cases that 
should attract serious attention. In each case 
the victim was cut o!fin one of those disgrace- 
ful barroom fights which are loo frequent, 
when the beat of passion or the madness »f 
liquor is only appeased by using the pistol or 
the knife upon some unfortunate adversary. 
Murder in cold blood, instigated solely by 
vengeance, is not a common crime in this com- 
munity. 
Murder for pelf is more common; as 


the cases of Nathan and Rogers and many 
others show. But the largest percentage of 
homicide by far is traceable to the reckless 
,nso of deadly weapoas in barroom brawls. 
,The taking of hum-in life in this way is almost 
an occurrence of every day, or every night. 
Sometimes it may happen that no malice exists 
in the mind of the murderer. 
Often, perhaps, 


there is not consciousness enough to discern a 
motive for the deed, and certainly not cosncious- 
ness enough for measuring the consequences 
.of a feaful crime. 
This makes that class of 


homicide all the more dangerous for the com- 
munity. Premeditated murder rarely goes un- 
.discovered and unpunished. The vengeance 
of Heaven pursues the murderer and delivers 
>um into the hands of human justice. 
' The shedding of blood, whether by premedi- 
tation or in the violence of passion, is equally 
unjustifiable. It therefore behooves our judges 
Bnd juries to exercise their prerogatives with 
the utmost caution when cases like those re- 
ferred to come before them. Their very fre- 
quency is a reason why justice should be inflex- 
ible. The indiscriminate use of the knife and 
the pistol must be put down, and it can only 
be done by administering the law firmly and 
Without favor. 


?Ch& Annual licport of 
tue Fire Marshal. 


i The annual report of Fire Marshal HcSpedon 
for the year ending October 31, 1870, is full of 
Interesting statistics. It is a gratifying evi- 
'dence of the increased efficiency of the Fire 
Department tinder the new rtgime that the 
total number of fires during the year—856— 
shows a decrease of C.25 per cent from tho 
previous year. During the last six months 
there has been a remarkable decrease in the 
average loss by fire—upwards of $2,000 per fire 
fielow the average f jr the previous six months. 
Table No. G sets forth the fact that the number 
of disastrous tires has greatly diminished. Of 
those particularly disastrous there were 9, 
accompanied by a loss of $50,000 each, while 
En 186!) there were no less than 18, or twice as 
pany. Forty-four fires were suspected to be 
Of incendiary origin. 
Of twenty-eight per- 


£0ns arrested on this charge some were hon- 
orably discharged and three were convicted.

tope—in which all good citizens must unite— 
that the next Legislature will see the impor- 
tance of prompt and effective legislation upon 
this subject.

Alexander Davy Brows. 


Good-natured, witty, vain, Immoral, me old novel- 


ist has gone to his grave, leaving benincl his volu- 
minous writings and the memory of his virtues and 
vices to perpetuate his name. For some months 
past be had been ailing. Excesses In old age bad 
produced paralysis. A rew weeks ago lie was 
thought to be dying; but the old man rallied, and at 
last accounts was at Dieppe, a mere wreck or bis 
former self, ur he be really d.ead, It Is likely mat 
tlie arrival of tl>e Germans at Dieppe hastened his 
departure. 


WHO DUMAS WAS. 


Almost everybody has heard about Dumas plre. 


An opinion, however, is entertained by many that 
His mother was a negresu. This Is a mistake. It 
was 
his father, General Alexander Davy Da- 


mas, who was the son of an African woman 
named Tlennette Dumas, by the Marquis d« la 
Palletene, a wealthy planter of St. Domingo. He 
was taken to France when a boy, received a good 
education, and won some distinction in tae French 
republican armies, one of which. he commanded. 
He also served for a time under Napoleon, bat re- 
taining nis republican principles, be quarrelled with 
the Emperor, and Ins military career was cut snort 
His sou is tlie subject of this sketcb. 


HIS BOYHOOD. 


The deceased novelist was bora at Villers-Cette- 


rets, in the department of AUme, oa the 24th of July, 
1802, and was consequently in tn« sixty-ninth year 
of his age at the time of his death. Ia his native 
town he received his education from AbbS Orfigane, 
a 
good 
enough 
man 
In his way, 
but 


scarce 
flt 
for 
tno 
ofllce 
of teacher. 
AS 


a consequence the instruction was very imperfect, 
Dumas, however, declaring In his "Mgrnoires" that 
it included some Latin and a little history. Bat If 
he was not learned in boyhood he was an adept in 
athletic exercises aud in the usa of weapons.

was a gooa wrestler, an expert fencer, a first rate 
shot and a sportsman. When he had arrived at the 
age of flftesn he became clerk to a notary named 
Menesson, who lived at Villers-Cotterets, remaining 
with him some months, when he moved to another 
town and obtained a similar position. 


STRUGGLES WITH ADVERSITY. 


to 1808 General Dumas departed tills lire, leaving 


a wife and daughter in addition to the son. The 
lad's motaer was an invalid, and her support, as 
also taat of his sister, devolved upon him. The 
small salary he received from tne notary barely suf- 
ficed to Keep them from starvation. 
It was not, 


however, until 1820 that he thought of literature 
as s 
means

condition. His entrance Into the profession was by 
an accident. A young Parisian, named Artolplie ae 
Leaven, staying In the same town with Dumas, had 
beenu to write for tbe theatres. 
He proposed 


that Dumas join him, remarking that "to write for 
the theatre was a trade like any other, and only re- 
quired practice." But, for a long while nothing 
came ol the authorship. 
The two jounc men spent 


two years together, writing several dramas, which 
were forwarded to Paris and regularly rejected by 
tho theatre managers. 


HE GOES TO FAEIS. 


It was all labor and no pay. Meanwhile it became 


more and more evident that unless he could obtain 
some more profitable employment his mother and 
sister would either starve or live npou public 
charity. Dumas determined upon going to Paris. 
He collected together tho papers of his rather, 
obtained a letter or two of recommendation 
and 
started In March, 1322, for the capital. 


llis object was to introduce 
himself to tho 


surviving marshals and generals who hao been 
comrades of General Dumas, submit Ills documents 
;o them In proof ot who ha was, and solicit 
;heir assistance to make a living. One by one he 
rlsitcd, but by all, with a single exception, he was 
received with coldness and indifference. 
That 


single exception put him on the road to prosperity. 


IN THE SERVICE OP THE DUKE OF ORLEANS. 


General Poy, to whom Dumas had taken letters of 


introduction, was the good patron. He at onco 
agreed to aid tne young man, and without delay 
obtained lor him an appointment as supernumerary 
clerk at the Palais Royal, oa the establishment or 
the DuKe of Orleans. For his services he was to 
receive a salary of 1,200 francs per annum, or about 
$210. 
Ills antics wore very light, anil tms enabled 


him to complete bis education by self-culture. 
In the palace was a fine library, to which he had ac- 
cess. Ho iiierefore avalierJ nun-self of its use, read- 
me a great number of books and taking numerous 
aote.«. By this rime lie had acquired a decided taste 
'or the literary profession and was ambitious of bo- 
oming a succes-iui uuihnr.

Tne suc- 
cess of lite piece was, it Is true, very moderate, but 
tgave him a footing as a dramatic author, although 
until iSiU his yearly earnings outside of his regular 
salary did not exceed $150. 


BECOJIIXK FAMOUS. 
In 1S2T Mr. Abbott, with a company of English 
actors, arrived in Paris aud passed the season tliere 
icrl'ormiUK Shakspeare's plays. Dumas one mgnt 
saw Macready play the character of liamlet, und 
vhen he went home his mind was full of 
new ideas. Going to work with energy he wrote 
.wo tragedies, "Carlstlue" and -'Henri III.," both 
being exclusively his own work. These he sub- 
mitted to Charles Nodier, who gave them to Baron 
Taylor, of the Theatre Fram;ais, with a favorable re- 
commendation. "Henri 111." was the first put upon 
he stage (February 11,1S29). It met with immense 
iuccess, rlie audience, among wiiom were the DuKe 
if Orleans and a large party of friends wiio attended 
iy request of the author, applauding witli eutlm- 
ilasm. It was the flrst triumph for the new romantic 
;chool over tue classic and became the chief topic of 
conversation in Jiierary and social circles. Dnnias 
eceived twelve hundred francs iroui tbe manager 
luring the season, and from subsequent representa- 
ious obtained over one hundred thousand. Tbe 
ragedy, 
however, was denounced 
by tlie 
j-ltics as a dangerous innovation, but nothing 
hey could say could make it unpopular. On Marcs 
0,1S30, "Christine" was produced at the Odeon 
heatrc, and met with a similar reception. Iu 1S31 
'Charles Vll." and "Richard D'Arlington," two 
ragedies, written by his assistants, but carefully 
cvised and corrected by him, were performed at 
he same theatre. Tlie same year his tragedy of 
"Antony," whicn hail been rejected at the Theatre 
^rai^ais. was proa need at the Porte Samt Martin, 
with extraordinary success. Then followed "Na- 
lOleon Bonaparte," "Tercse," ana the comedy of 
'Le Marl de la Veuve." "La Tour de Xesle," one 
if tiie best of bis Uramas, and which was the rage 
S the theatre-goers during tue season, gave rise to 
spirited literary controversy, winch enueu in a 
:uel. Gaillardet claimed to be the anmor, insisting 
hat all Dumas bad done to it was to revise and cor- 
ect. Dumas denied the statement, asserting that 
e was the author. Tbe row finally terminated in a 
uei.

Never dW author possess so nigh an opinion of 
himself and of his geulns than did Alexander 
Dumas, pere. But there-was always something da- 
ligniful In nls egtUsin. One could never become 
disgusted willi it. He permitted nothing of import, 
ance to transpire without taking part Ux It. Did the 
cholera rage In Paris be knew all about it and could 
name a certain remedy. When be wanted to sell a 
work of his he wrote neat letters to the newspapers, 
tilled with first class puffs of himself and IHs book, 
signed ms name to them and requested their publi- 
cation. Wuen he performed a charitable ace he 
hastened to let tne world know of it. The value of 
his autographs 
became 
the 
theme 
of en- 
thusiastic self-laudations. Once he was taken 
aback by a notary. He had been Invited to 
witness ihe legal ceremony or a marriage In the 
provinces. Wnen the time came for signing tne 
names he advanced ana and wrote, "Dumas, pfcre." 
"What is your business ?" inquired the old notary, 
who had probably never read a. novel or witnessed a 
perlormanoe lu all his life. This incident was 
promptly reported by Dumas in a letter to the Paris 
papers. "To think," he remarked, after tndulaing 
in the usual puffery, "that a. man lives In France 
who has not heard of the author ef 'Monte 
Christo !'" But, in spite of his egotism, he was 
much esteemed in private life. His self-laudations 
were always so gay and amusing and so amiable In 
language that they were never obnoxious to the 
reader. One would willingly drinK tlie detestable 
soup which he made himself for the purpose of dis- 
playing his gastronomic skill rather than offend him 
by declining, so invariably good-natured was ue. 


HIS APPEARANCE. 
Dumas was a large, curly man. His clean-shaven 
face was heavy, cheeks red and round as an apple, 
eyes dark, lips large and sensuous. He bad-a mas- 
sive neck, which he always kept uncovered. His 
lorehead was not very prominent, but it was an In- 
tellectual looking one; his hair was short and 
kinky. In complexion Dumas was a shade lighter 
tlianamtilatw. 


FINIS. 
We trust that the report of his death. Is false. Fot 
that he is linely to benefit humanity to any con- 
siderable extent If he lives, but that a 6on ntvant 
like him will be missed iu Parts after the war ends. 
His broad smile, hearty manner, bis wit and his 
egotism combined to make him an "institution" iu 
the French capital. To use an old expression, 
France can "better spare a better man."

Ai tne opening of the Court or General Sessions 


yesterday, Recorder Hackett presiding, Lawrence 
Bulllvan was placed at the bar charged with the 
•Hurder of John O'Brien at No. 1 Whitehall street 
on the 18th or June last. From the calendar of mur- 
der cases coming before the courts and the fre- 
quency of tne trials that follow the commission of 
this terrible crime—Uio highest known to the law— 
«nd the rapidity with wnich a new tragedy follows 
on tho steps or the horror preceding it, as related at 
the time of the occurrence, the public mind must 
fell to remember any of the particulars or the 
crime for which the perpetrator has for a while lan- 
guished In a prison and is at last called up Tor trial. 
Por these reasons the revolting circumstances at- 
tendant on the death of the unfortunate O'Brien at 
ffie hands of his slayer, Sullivan, the prisoner now 
at the bar, are most probably forgotten, and, there- 
fore, require a brief retrospective review. 


BRIEF H13TOKT OF THS CASE. 


As before stated It was on the isth of June last 


•Shat the deceased, O'Bnen, came to a violent death 
through stab wounds inflicted on him, as charged, 
by the prisoner at the bar. The latter was consid- 
ered as one or the most abandoned and reckless 
characters of the lower wards of tie city—an habitual 
drxuUxard and a quarrelsome and dangerous man. 
In proof or this It Is only necessary to rerer to the 
Tloient conduct of the man when ne was nnder ex- 
amination before the Coroner. On that occasion It 
will be remembered that while a Mrs. Buckley was 
giving her testimony in the case the prisoner snd- 
aenly bounded across the space intervening between 
himself and the witness, and with an uplifted chair 
Jn his hand attempted to strike down the poor 
woman. There is little doubt that but for the 
timely intervention 
of the 
police he would 


Have added another terrible crime to that 
for wlilch he was then under examination* 


OFESXNG OF THE PEOSECOTIOX. 


Assistant District Attorney Fellows in opening the 


-ease said that he would not do so at any length, ex- 
cept to simply state that he expected to prove be- 
.ycnd all doubt that the accused committed wilful 
knd deliberate murder; that O'Brien received a stab 
iround at the hands or the prisoner, which nine days 
enbsequently caused Ms death, and that the medical 
testimony would establish the fact that death was 
.caused by peritonitis or tne abdomen. 


THE TESTnlONT. 


The testimony adduced by the prosecution was 


»ery brier, bnt the facts clearly pointed to an act of 
unjustifiable and unprovoked Kilting on the part of 
the prisoner. Were it not lor the protracted cross- 
examination of the witnesses by the prisoner's coun- 
sel, the case would have been closed before the ad- 
journment or the court. It was generally conceded that 
the evidence of the people's witnesses, IT believed by 
the jury, and rot materially changed by any testi- 
mony that the prisoner might adduce, must inevlta- 
Wy result m a verdict of nmrder in the first degree. 
As will be sesn by tnesiatemeuc or the witnesses, the 
•unfortunate prisoner was very quaireisome, and so 
abusive to his wile that for some mouths sne has 
been compelled to separate from him ana share lier 
jnother-in-law's humble apartment. 


DH. CUSHJIAN ON THE STAND. 
Dr. Cusnman was called out of tne regular order 
or proor, and testified that on tuc 25th of June he 
tf ainmed the body or John O'Brien ai Beilevae Hos- 
pital at ten o'clock In tiie morning, ten hours alter 
death; he lound an Incised wound in the abdomen, 
three-quarters ol an luce in length and one ana 
three-quarters Inches in depth; upon opesing the 
cavity ol the abdomen he found peritonitis, wlilch, 
In his opinion, was tne c,".usc of death; he examined 
the other organs and lound them healthy.

This witness and the other persons examined as 
to the occurrence were cross-examined at great 
length by the counsel ror tlie prisoner, but no new 
facts were brought out.

O'Connor saW that O'Bnea did not strike Sullivan 
nor say a word to him. 


TESTIMONY OP JULIA BUCKLEY. 
Jnlia Buckley, occupying a room in the tenement 
House. saUl that she let a bedroom to Mrs. Sweeny 
and Mra.

Bulllvan was in her room, when tno prisoner came 
to the door and asked her to go out; she said "So;"

Robert McAlplu, a lad of sixteen years of age, 
tnen testified as he was standing in Greene streoc 
on the night or the 19th November lie saw the pris- 
oner throw his arms around the complainant and 
hold him. Jolley hallooed out and Green ran away; 
i did not see the prisoner steal anything. 
The counsel for tne prisoner then opened for tho 
defence, assarting that be should be able to show 
rhat Green naa previously borne an unspotted char- 
acter. 
The prisoner was then put on the stand to testify 
in his own beliair. His story was that ne was in 
Greene street on tne lath November, and that Jolley 
went up to him and said, "Give memy watcn;" 
that he said, "1 kaven'tgot your watcii;'1 that Jolley 
made a grab at him, when be ran away, bringing up 
in a policeman's arms. 


David Johnson and Joseph Brady were then ptit 
on the stand to testify to the character of the ac- 
cused, both speaking In the highest terms of his 
reputation and habits. Tho prisoner nad been lii 
the employ of these witnesses, both or whom ex- 
pressed the highest confidence In his Integrity. . 


The jury retired, and, after remaining in consnlta* 


Won for two hours, rendered a verdict of not guilty.

Wlio Owns That Painting ?—In Search of tlie 


Pirturc&qtue* 


Before Jndge Lane. 


William, llagrani vs. Leonard W. Jerome.—This 


action was brought by Magratn, the celebrated 
artlsr, against .Leonard W. Jerome, and was trictt 
before Judge Lane and jury in the Sixth District 
Court yesterday morning. The plaintiff testified that 
in the year 1507, being attracted by the picturesque 
scenery in the neighborhood of Jerome Skating 
Pond, on the grounds of the American Jockey Club, 
Fordham, 'ae made a painting or that celebrated 
locality, as he expected that Mr. Jerome or some 
other wealthy member of that cmb would admire 
and bny it for his picture gallery or lor th2 purpose 
of presenting it to the club. That he called Mr. Je- 
rome's attention to it and that lie was so well 
pleas ed with, it that lie requested him to place it in 
Tiflany'B window for two or three weeks, so that 
the members of the club might see it while passing 
up and down Broadway. That Mr. Jerome subse- 
micntly told him that several or the members of the 
ciub had seen and greatly admired it, and that he 
agreed to buy it for $300, and told lam to deliver it 
to the person In charge ol' the club house and have 
It hung up in their picture gallery. There it has 
been banging ever since. That at the time ho 
paid him twenty-five dollars on account and pro- 
mised to pay him the rest some other time, and that 
he subsequently paid Jura twenty dollars more, but 
refused to pay him the balance. Mr. Jerome, how- 
ever, takes a dinerent view of the matter, aud de- 
nies that ne ever bought ths paluting, either oa his 
own account or on account of the. club, cr ror the 
purpose of presenting It to the club; that lie ad- 
mired the painting and was anxious that the mem- 
bers or the club should subscribe or contribute 
towards buyimr It, aud that he was simply aiding 
the pl&mtiti to dispose or it in that manner, and 
headed the subscriptioa list wltb tweaty-nve dollars 
and promised to pay twenty-five dollars more to- 
wards the price agreed upon if necessary, but that 
the matter fell through, aa only four other members 
contributed towards it, and claims that tha painting 
still belongs and is subject to tlie dlresfcon of the 
plaintiff If he wishes to take it away or otherwise 
dispose of it. In charging the jury Judge Lane 
stated that the only question of any consequence 
which they were bound to pass upon wa» wuetuer 
or not Mr. Jerome really bought the paiutl&g or only 
aided the plaintiff In disposing or it by inducing the 
members te subscribe towards its purchase, as tesn- 
fled to oy the defendant; yet, notwithstanding the 
lucid and exhaustive charge of the Judge and tho 
eloquent appeals of counsel on either side for a ver- 
dict In favor of their client, the jury were unable to 
agree. The case will therefore bt; tried over again 
on Wednesday next. Mr. Langtrec lor plaintiff;

Canadian Grumbling. 


[From the Montreal News, Dec. 13.] 
It will cause no surprise among those who have 


watched the course of the isright-Lowe section ot 
the British Cabinet to learn that tuey are prepared 
to Hlng us overboard whenever the connection bri- 
comea onerous. The close or the last Amcrlcail 
war was followed by a treaty regulating the respec-' 
tlve fishing rights of the two nation.s. It. was de" 
Glared that we should enjoy exclusively that right 
for a distance of three miles irom tno shore. Sub* 
sequently arose the question whether, when twtf 
heaulanus approached within the three miles, tha 
foreigner 
could pass batweea 
them, to reach, 
large bays In which fish, abounded. A long 
controversy 
followed 
as 
to the 
interpreta- 
tion or tho three mile clause; but at lenatir 
tho Americans, as they 
have always done, 
gained tMelr point. Thus there remained to u? 
inerclr the exclusive ngiic to tha three miles aloujf 
the bhore line. It is tula last right on which the* 
have encroached. Their fishing vessels, In open 
vi«lation or the treaty aiirt in deilance of our warn- 
ings, repeatedly eucioaciied on the threa mile limit 
Some were seized aud adjudicated upon. It is per- 
fectly notorious that the United States cannot justify 
a violation or tha treaty, which, If tolerated, would 
take the Ushing business i,nt or thn hands of one 
shore population; and England Is bound In honor 
and pood raith to see that our monopoly be pre- 
served. The cable telegram tells us that the acuoa 
of the "seml-iiiclepenileiit aad Irresponsible" Do-' 
minion in seizing vedssla encroaching on- our fish/" 
ing grounds was condemned by the ministerial 
press. If thia fact be as stated we cannot over- 
estimate its Imp'ortance. Ic means that Knglanil 
will not assist us with ner navy to enforce our juria- 
(iicllon; that we must cope single-handed with the 
Americans; that we must, submit to sea American 
llsherinca sweep our coast line, while we are ex> 
eluded rrom competing with them in the American 
market under customs duties. We were led to an- 
ticipate, when conleUeration was proclaimed, chaff 
the entire resources of the empire would be put 
forth to defend the Integrity of our soil and main- 
tain unimpaired our privileges and rights under tha 
treaty regulating the Hshing grounds; but if we aro 
to be abandoned when tue urst iinilciiliy arises—be-

*f foreigners. An assault is now hourly expected, 
and should it be successful tliere will, no doubt, bo 
some sacrifices to the violence of party feeling, 
tliouifh the Ulauco leaders profess the utmost mode- 
ration. 


Night before last at a little past midnight the bell 


ou the Cathedral Matrix sounded the general alarm 
and the cannon ou the breos'.works were fired to 
give notice of uu advance on the pare or the Utan- 
cos. The lieil continued to be mug for aa hour, 
and, with the sounds of continuous linns and the 
noise of orderlies and sijuads of cavalry galloping 
madly through Hie streets, gave the impression of a 
general atiack.

would see that they were prevented fr«m going on 
another railroad, even though that was a highway. 
Tne Erie Railroad act was in 1856, and they had 
located their road lorougli the tunnel. They did not 
claim under taat act any powers for the Boonton 
JBrancli. The road bi' 1857 was uuilt by the llobokeii 
land Improvement Company, and on that the other 
Toad was constructed. The act of 1831 was the uiie 
under which they claimed they had the rlgnt to

•which in 1S61 was completed to Dever and Kewark, 
In August, 1S5D, Edwin A. Steveus made an agree- 
ment to baud the road from Kevvark to tie Hudson 
river, and subscribed $1,000,000 to the capital stock. 
They had the right to build the road, and they had 
the contract or Mr. Stevens to build the read, 
Icnowled&c of which, on the part of the company he 
represented, was denied. They denied all Know- 
ledge of the contract so far us lc regarded tne right 
«r passage through tne tnauei. Thev had no know- 
ledge that there was any contract 
as to

tunnel. 
There 
was a contract made by the Hobokea Land 
Improvement Company with. Mr. Steveas for 
the passage of trains »nd freight through tne tunnel. 
There was no Morris and Es~ex Railroad in 1861, 
and the Legislature could take no notice of a tirl- 
•vate contract between Edwin A. Stevens and Uie 
Bobokeu Laud Improvement Company. He said 
that -the Legislature looked at what was in existence 
at the time, which was a nglit to build a road au- 
thorized mif>56. When tlie Leg:slaiure snokeofa 
road they msaut one in common parlance "and not 
one that was merely authorized. The Morris and 
Essex road was not in existence until ISM. The 
rlgnt lo extend to Boontoa ir.ust lia\e been with the 
understanding that lucre were no obstacles. 
After quoting numerous autiionties the argument 
was brought to a close by the adjournment of tne 
court.

term K. This wintering process was never known 
to be beneficial to a single horse; but many tliou 
saa3s nave been ruined by the peralclous system 
Economy prompts the general practice. 
Tnerc 


n«ver \raa a Horse sent from his comfortable stable 
in the city to the country to be wintered that eve: 
returned as good as he was when ho left home. I 
Is generally known that a horse, when Idle, doe<i no 
require as much food as when at work; but when 
He gets to the cauntry his food is reduced to the 
starvation p»tnt, rejardless of the severity of th» 
climate, and the consequence Is that the wintcrei 
horse returns in the spring to his owner a mere 
skeleton, so unfit for work that It takes ihe whole o 
the succeeding summer to get him in condition 
shonld he not be constitutionally Injured by the 
"short commons" that fie has Ueen subjected to. 


We would sugzest a system by which horses can 


be kept in condition In the city without dancer o 
Injury. Erect a tread mill similar to those nsed t» 
cnt wood, hay and other articles in the country, ani 
give the horses exercise daily on this machine, feed 
ing them sparingly meanwhile, and when ihe mild 
•weather ef spring comes they will be ready for th 
road and free from injuries «f any Hnd. The ex 
pense of the machine will De trifling in comparison 
with the great benefit the horses will receive from 
its ttse. Try It for humanity's sake, as few peopl 
are aware of the sufferings their horses have to en 
dure from cold and want of raod while being win 
tercd In the country. The machine referred to atiov 
would bo founS serviceable in the training stables o 
race horses. When the weather is so bad that they 
cannot take exercise ont of doors they could b 
worked on the machine. This would stop them 
from tailing on fat, and would strengthen th 
muscles of the legs, preparatory for their sharp 
wort at the opening of spring.

The auction room or Mr. Matliewa, under tl,3 St. 


Nicholas Hotel, was besieged yesterday by a crowd 
of speculators auu lovers of works of art ane for- 
eign manufacture to witness the sale of what the 
advertisement stated to be "a sale or rare, uiicjue 
and beautiful articles," and the advertisement told 
the truth. 


There was, without doubt, a rare and curious col- 


lection or Japanese goods of all sorts. They were 
all Japanese, and there was everything, from i fish- 
ing rod or an umbrella to the gold lacquered ttft ser- 
vice 01 a Tycoon. 


The sale commenced at eleven A. M. an* was 


continued until nearly midnight. The buyers were 
many and the prices were low. For lnstan;e, a 
Tycoon's tea service, consisting of 
ninetf-two 


pieces, was sold for arty-one dollars; a cSow-iliow 
house was bought by It H. Halght for flrty dolars, 
while such trines as cigar boxes, mlati cabnets, 
fans, pipes and puzzles w«re secured for amost 
ncthing by the army of dealers assembled to mane 
the "almighty dollar" out of Japanese maiufac- 
tnres. The walls of the auction room were hung 
with magnificent dressing rubes, stated by tls auc- 
tioneer to fcave been worn by a Tycoon, wind must 
undoubtedly increase tusir value. 
Arranged on tables were the desks, trays; Joss 
houses, junks and hundreds of quaint and mrtous 
articles made by the Japanese. On- one tatie was 
placed some Mosaic ware—salvers, bowis, jars. *c.— 
made of copper and Inlaid with silver. THeart of 
this ware has been lost, and the ware can onl; be ob- 
tained la times of civil warfare—the Japaiese re- 
garding these Mosaics as heirlooms, and refuse to 
sell them even though pressed by want. Some 
$27,000 m gold was paid for the goods in Ja»n, and 
the duty being from lilty te seventy-nve per cent 
ait valorem, makes the cost or the entire collection 
about $40,000.

Mr. Boutwell has heretofore pursued In the admin- 
istration of the finances, and which he refuses to 
abandon, is obnoxious to the West and the South 
and not altogether satlsfactorr to the Bast. The 
Western men assert that Bontwell's contraction poli- 
cy is ruinous to the business of their section. It la 
further held that the policy of paying off the princi- 
pal of the debt, which Mr. Boutwell has made the 
chief object of his administration, is unwise, and 
tends to prevent the business of the country, para- 
lyzed by the rebellion, from reviving, by keeping up 
taxation. Mr. Bontwell's friends come to his" de- 
fence with the argument that ne has had nothing to 
do with the present flnancial policy of the govern- 
ment more than any other member of the Cabinet. 
They say that Congress Is responsible for keepme 
up the taxes, and that Mr. Bontwell has shown wis- 
dcmln devoting the surplus revenue to paring off 
the public debt. There is a statement to the effect: 
that Mr. Bontwell and the President are at 
variance about the appointment or General Plea- 
santon as Commissioner of Internal Kevenne. Boat- 
well, it appears, wanted either Judge Richardson, of 
Massachusetts, formerly Assistant Secretary or the 
Treasnry, or Mr. Douglass, or Pennsylvania. Se pro- 
tested that General Pleasanton had neither the 
qualifications nor the experience for the place, not- 
withstanding which the President appointed him. 
It is stated, too, that Mr. Boutwell has never been 
reconciled to the treatment of Minister Motley by 
the President, and that, iu, view of the forthcoming 
letter of Motley, defending himself, Mr. B»ntweU 
feels that as a Massachusetts man his self-respect 
will not allow him to remain in the Cabinet. If 
there is any truth hi these stories It would 
seem that the difference between the President and 
Mr. Eoutwell is mutual. There is another rnmor to 
the effect that Mr. Delano, Secretary of the Interior, 
Is to succeed Mr. Boutweli In the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and that Mr. Delano la to be succeeded in 
turn by Judge Aguew, of Pennsylvania, who Is 
recommended by ex-Secretary of the Navy Borie.

nlghr. I send It for what it is worth, with the 
simple statement tliat tUo impression seems to be 
general that Secretary Boutwell will leave the Cabi- 
net at an early day. 


The Ri-piiblicRn Cnucns. 


A second session of tlie caucus of republican 


members of the Hou.se of Representatives was held 
in the Capitol to-night. General Banks called the 
meeting to order. 


Mr. BEGESEK, of Texas, was tho flrsc speaker, 


and modlfled his previous remarks In regard to the 
Schurz movement in Missouri by declaring that he 
only nwaiM to say tuat what has happened in that 
State might happen in other States if political dis- 
abilities were not removed. 


Mr. KLLSET, of New York, declared an uncompro- 


mising hostility to any further removal of political 
disabilities. 


Mr. iSoBC, of North Carolina, alluded to the fact 


that there were three classes in the republican 
party on the subject of political disabilities, and 
ur^ed tliat seen a compromise should be prepared 
us nil could agree upon. 


Mr. SHELDON, of Louisiana, spoke In favor of a 


general amnesty, and declared that he would vote' 
for any proposition wttich granted it. The reason 
why tne republicans recently succeeded In carrying 
the election m that State was that they had previ. 
ously declared themselves in favor of removing all 
political disabilities, and tne people, by a vote al- 
most unanimous, struck Irom the State constitution 
the provisions which imposed them on Its citizens. 


Mr. BUTI.EK, of Tennessee, declared the leeilng 


and spirit of the South did not justify a general 
amnesty; that the mild treatment by the republican, 
party of the rebel party was a mistake, and In toe 
end would prove a failure. The republicans would 
regret it. Pandering to rebel sentiment was a 
blander. 


Mr. BUCKLEY, of Alabama, said the only course 


now was to proclaim a general amnesty; that there 
•was less danger from ex-Governor Vance than from 
men who had never been in the rebellion. 


Messrs. MATNAKD and TILLHAN expressed views 


similar to those uttered by them last night. 


Mr. MOKEV, or Louisiana, declared himself in fa- 


vor of a general amnesty, and alleged that tne reason 
why the republicans in the isortu opposed the remo- 
val of disabilities was because of tneir Ignorance of 
the operation or the third section of the fourteenth 
amendment in the South.

and attempted to prevent colored men from votluc. 


Mr. STEVENSON, or Ohio, had a resolution prepared 


proposing to adjourn the amnesty question until 
alter the holidays. He showed tnis to various mem- 
bers, and there seemed to be a disposition on the 
oart of some of them to vote for it, but the resolu- 
tion was no5 offered. 


The discussion was continued two hours ana a 


naif. A number or the members had left the hall, 
and it being evident that no conclusion could bo 
arrived at the caucus adjourned sine aie.

He explained its provisions at considerable 
length, clvlng notice iu advance that he ilia not 
wish to be Interrupted. Beck, ot Kentucky, who is 
a member of the Reconstruction Committee.'and 
who represents the democratic element thereon, 
followed Butler. In the coarse ol his remarks it 
became evident that there was not the prope 
agreement among tae friends of amnesty to secar 
its success.

It appears, now, that the object of Mr 
Greeley's visit was to secure aid from ttie covern 
ment in the matter of surveying the celebrated Te 
hnantepec route. He requested the Secretary or the 
Navy to aeud a government vessel to assist 
in the survey, which request, coming from 
so prominent a republican as Mr. Greeley 
was

granted.

looking alter the Korman-Wiard gun contract, in 
which, It is said, ne and Mr, Simon Stevens are 
largely interested. The Btory is that Sinclair has 
advanced considerable money to Mr. Wlard, who 
has never been able to get the government to pay 
him the amount ol money which he says Is owing 
him on account of guns furnished during the war.

Tiie New Five Per Cent Bond Bill. 


The following Is the text of the bill now before the 


Committee of Ways and Means to amend an act en- 
titled "An act to authorize the refunding of the pub- 
lic debt," hetter known as the Three Hundred Mil- 
lion Hve Per Cent Bond bill:— 


Be it enacted, A-c., Tbat the Secretary of the Trea- 
snry is hereby authorized to issue, In a sum or suras 
not exceeding in the aggregate S300,ooo,ooo, coupon 
or registered bonus or the United States, in such 
form as he may prescribe, and of denominations 
of filly dollars, 
or some multiple or that 
sum, redeemable in coin or the present standard 
value, at the pleasure of the United States after ten 
years from the date of their issue, and bearing in- 
terest, payable quarterly in coin, at the rate or live 
per cent per annum; said three hundred millions ot 
bonds to be m addition to the amount or live per 
cent bonds authorized by said act and to be subject 
to all exemptions, liabilities and conditions autho- 
rized oy said act. 


SEC. '2, And be It larttier enacled. That the in- 
terest upon the bonds authorized by said act may be 
made payable qnartcrly, anything in saia act to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

The Status of Indian Tribes Not Affected by 


-the Fourteenth Amendment. 


The Senate Committee on the Jndlclary to-day, 


through Senator Carpenter, made-a report on tha 
resolution adopted in April last instructing them to 
Inquire into and report the effect of the Fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution upon the Indian 
tribes ot the country, and whether, by the provision 
thereof, the Indians are not citizens or the United 
States, and whether thereby the various treaties 
heretofore existing between the United states ana 
the various .Indian tribes are not annulled. 


The committee say in their opinion the fourteenth 
amendment haa no effect whatever upon the status 
of Indian tribes within the limits or the United 
States, and does not annul the treaties previously 
nude. The comniiuee quote so much or the amend- 
ment, as is material to the question, ad arime 
at length to show the legislation or Congress 
is 
based 
upon 
the 
same 
view 
which 
they present 
or the 
relations winch exist 
between the government and tile Indian tribes, 
making it plain that congress nas uniformly rS 
spectea the right of the Indians to govern them- 
selves. Instances of the principle are cited and 
the committee say chat, Irom a perusal of t'le^e stat 
utes, It is manifest that Congress has never regarded 
the Indian tribes as subject to tie mnnicipal juris- 
diction of the United States. On the contrary 
they have been treated uniformly as nations, and 
in that character have been held responsible for the 
crimes and outrages committed by Tneir members 
even outside or tneir territorial limits. And, inas- 
much as the constitution treats the Indian tribes as 
belonging to the rank of nations, aud capable 
of making treaties, it is evident that any act 
of Congress which should assume to treat the 
members of a tribe as subject to the mu- 
nicipal jurisdiction 
of 
the 
United 
States 
would be unconstitntionat and void. In the opinion 
of the committee the constitution and the treaties 
act of Congress and the judicial decisions referred 
to all speak the same language upon this subject, 
and all point to the conclusion that the Indians in 
their tribal condition, have never been subject to 
the jurt,diction,of the United States in the sense in 
which the term "jurisdiction" la employed la 
the fourteenth amendment to the constitution. The 
government has asserted a political supremacy over 
tne Indians, and ttte treaties and laws uptiold these 
tribes as domestic and Independent nations, 'seaa- 
ra'ed from the States of tne Union within whose 
limits they are located, and exempt Irom the opera- 
tions of State laws, and not otherwise subject to the 
control of 
the 
United States than Is con- 
sistent with their character as separate po- 
litical 
communities or 
States, 
lueir 
right; 
of seir-government, and to administer justice among 
themselves after their rnae fashloa, even to tke ex- 
tent or inflicting the death penalty, has never been
